A COMMUNITY has pulled together in 
support of the family of a five-year-old 
who lost his life to a rare disease. 

Five-year-old Houghton Regis boy Kian 
Garlick died last Saturday as a result of an 
extremely rare form of encephalitis, a con¬ 
dition which causes swelling of the brain 
and can be triggered at any point by 
another illness. 

Family, friends and the people of 
Houghton Regis have pulled together, 
raising close to £2,000 to cover the costs of 
his funeral on Wednesday. 

Countless donations have also been 
made to The Encephalitis Society. 

Kian’s school, Thornhill Primary, will be 
holding a special day in honour of him 
tomorrow, which is also World Encephalitis 
Day, with an assembly and 
various other tributes to the 
youngster being held. 

Kian’s parents, Charlene 
Gunning and John Garlick, 
were not ready to speak 
about their loss, so his aunt 
Katrina McChesney spoke on 
their behalf. 

Mrs McChesney said: 
“We’ve had people who don’t 
even know Kian following his 
story and donating, so we 
just want to say thank you. 

“Everyone wants Charlene 
and John to know we are 


there for them but we don’t want to con¬ 
stantly be hounding them. 

“The fund is the best we can do, as it 
raises money and raises awareness of the 
condition.” 

Kian left behind two sisters, Lexi, three, 
and Faith, one, along with a 12-year-old 
half brother Rhys. 

Mrs McChesney explained about Kian’s 
condition: “He was born with the rare RNA 
PB2 gene, which makes him more suscep¬ 
tible to illness. He had suffered from 
encephalitis many times before and had 
open access to Luton and Dunstable 
Hospital as a result.” 

On Saturday, January 30, Kian was taken 
ill and on the following Wednesday after a 
serious downturn in health he was taken 
to Addenbrookes Hospital. 

He suffered from a seizure as a result of 
the swelling of his brain and was sedated 
while doctors worked tirelessly over the 
next week to try and treat him. 

On Thursday, February 11, he was diag¬ 
nosed with the extremely rare acute 
necrotising encephalitis, with only 150 
recorded instances of the disease in his¬ 
tory. On Saturday, he was taken off life 
support following a difficult decision by 
doctors and his family 

Mrs McChesney added: “It still doesn’t 
feel real, it’s hard that we’re never going to 
see him again. He was a happy kid and was 
always bouncing off the walls, just as any 
five-year-old should.”

Bedfordshire 
police officers 
probed by IPCC 


THREE police officers, two from 
Bedfordshire and one from Hertfordshire, 
are under investigation for their actions 
during the court trial of another officer. 

The Independent Police Complaints 
Commission (IPCC) said the inquiry was 
related to the criminal investigation and 
trial of allegations made against 
Cambridgeshire Police Detective 
Sergeant Matthew Swash.

Ex-copper offered 
girl money for sex

AN EX-POLICEMAN offered an 
underage girl up to £500 for sex, 
a court heard this week. 

Mohammed Arshad, 35, of 
Ferndale Road, Luton, allegedly 
sent a hundred messages to the 
then 15-year-old girl’s phone 

In a video interview with the 
police played at St Albans Crown 
Court, the girl, now 16, said: “He 
said he wanted to sleep with me 
and do stuff with me.” 


Arshad is on trial accused of 
grooming numerous underage 
girls over the Internet before 
persuading them to have sexual 
activity with him. 

They relate to 13 alleged vic¬ 
tims aged between 13 and 16 
during October 2012 and 
December 2014. He denies 22 
child sex offences charges. 

The girl said that the man, who 
called himself Waz, had ran¬ 
domly contacted her on June 28, 
2014. She said she did not know 
how he got her details but saved 
20 of the 100 messages. 


She said she when he asked 
how old she was, she replied: “ I 
told him I wasn’t legal.” 

After a week, she said: “He 
messaged me and said do you 
want to earn some money? £100. 

“The next day it went up to 
£200. Then it went up to £300 
and £500. He kept sending me 
rude messages telling me what 
he wanted to do.” 

The girl said she never met him 
and told her boyfriend at the 
time what happened. She also 
denied telling him she was 16. 

The trial continues.

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Calls for tough action 
over ‘stupid’ parking

A LORRY illegally parked at the same 
spot where a three-year-old girl died 
after being hit by a bus has angered a 
resident who has called for tougher 
parking enforcement. 

Forid Chowdhury, from Bury Park, 
said it was ‘not acceptable that driv¬ 
ers get away with dangerous parking 
and causing obstruction’ along 
Dunstable Road. 

In August 8, 2014, Mayah Shazad 
was killed following a collision. 

The subsequent inquest concluded 
that no-one was to blame for the trag¬ 
edy but a report by an independent 
expert commissioned by Mayah’s 
family stated there was ‘room for 
improvement’ on the road. 

Last Friday Mr Chowdhury was 
walking along Dunstable Road when 
he saw a lorry illegally parked in the 
same spot Mayah died. 

He said: “I noticed this stupid and 
dangerous incident at around 9.22am. 

“I personally feel drivers don’t care 
about the CCTV cameras and traffic 
enforcement notices covering 
Dunstable Road. 

“Anyone with a pram or person try¬ 
ing to cross the road has no chance of 
seeing the vehicles driving past. 

“It is not acceptable that drivers get 
away with dangerous parking and 
causing obstruction.

“The local authorities should do 
more to ensure that people’s safety 
come first. I’m fed up with the park¬ 
ing hazards around Bury Park.” 

He added: “That particular day I 
was really upset because it was the 
very spot that the young girl died.” 

A Luton Borough Council spokes¬ 
man said it was investigating the 
incident and would be asking officers 
to monitor the location more closely. 

He also said 80 parking tickets had 


already been issued on Dunstable 
Road this year. 

He added: “As a result of changes in 
national regulations introduced last 
year by the government, the council 
is no longer able to undertake the 
enforcement of waiting and loading 
restrictions byway of CCTV, except in 
limited locations and circumstances. 

“The council’s civil enforcement 
team undertakes significant work in 
Bury Park on a daily basis.” 


Supermarket stops food collection 


A FOODBANK has expressed its disap¬ 
pointment over a supermarket chain’s 
decision to remove permanent collec¬ 
tion points from its stores. 

Luton Foodbank said it was now 
‘looking at different ways of working’ 
following Asda’s announcement that it 
was introducing new guidelines around 
charity collections. 

The supermarket has removed the 
donation points at its store in Wigmore 


and asked charities to contact its local 
community champions. A spokeswom¬ 
an said the new policy was meant to 
make the way it supports charitable 
causes fair and consistent. 

A Luton Foodbank spokesman said: 
“We do not agree but we respect that 
the policy change comes from above 
and there’s not much the local staff 
can do to influence that change. It is 
really disappointing for us, but we are 


looking at different ways of working.” 

Asda said collections were very wel¬ 
come in its stores but it asked that 
charities provided volunteers to talk to 
customers. 

The store added: “Asda is a leader in 
the redistribution of food through our 
partnership with Fareshare and 
Company Shop, and we look forward to 
continuing to support them and local 
food banks in the future.”

County fuel theft 
figures hit 1,300

MORE than 1,300 cases of 
fuel theft have been recorded 
in the county over the last 
three years, Luton on Sunday 
can reveal. 

A Freedom of Information 
request to Police shows that 
garage forecourts, houses, 
farms and transport proper¬ 
ties have fallen victim to fuel 
thieves numerous times. 

Last year 603 thefts were 
recorded at petrol stations, 
compared to just 219 in 2013- 
2014 and 200 in 2012-2013. 


Thefts recorded elsewhere 
were 105 last year, with 113 in 
2013-2014 and 120 in 2012- 
2013. 

A police spokeswoman said 
officers did all they could to 
make sure those responsible 
are brought to justice. 

James Wootton, from haul¬ 
age firm EF Wootton and 
Sons, was a victim of fuel 
theft in 2012 ( pictured ) when 
more than £20,000 was taken 
from his site in Brook Farm, 
Wood End, Bedford. 

He said he had tightened 
things up since then and tried 
to keep a low profile. 


He said: “I think there are a 
lot of thefts that go under the 
radar. 

“Theft has fallen with us 
because the price of diesel 
has dropped and we do not 
have so many vehicles. 

“I know neighbours who 
have a lot of diesel stolen. You 
have to be very careful where 
you park your vehicles” 

Bedfordshire Police said: 
“Theft of fuel may appear to 
some to be a victimless crime, 
but it is innocent motorists 
who could end up footing the 
bill in the form of price rises 
over time.”

A SCHOOL accused by a stu¬ 
dent of referring him to the 
anti-terror programme 
Prevent because he wore a 
Free Palestine badge has 
rejected the claims. 

Rahmaan Mohammadi, 17, 
a former Challney Boys High 
School pupil, said he was 
quizzed last summer by anti¬ 
terror police concerned he 
was at risk of radicalisation. 

In an interview with the 
Sunday Times newspaper last 
weekend the teenager said he 
had been referred by teach¬ 
ers who said he could not talk 
about Palestine. 

However, Challney Boys 
headteacher Daniel Connor 
has rejected his claims. 

Mr Connor said the school 
had ‘no concerns at all about 
a pupil who wore a badge 
expressing his support for a 
free Palestine, other than 
that he is breaking the 
school’s uniform code’. 

In a recent speech at 
Goldsmith University on 
February 8, Rahmaan said: “I 
guess I speak on behalf of 
people that have been affect¬ 


ed by Prevent. What we can 
do is keep telling people our 
cases. 

“There are not enough peo¬ 
ple that come out and say 
‘this is what happened to me 
or has not happened to me.’ 

“If you get more people like 
that then I guess you will cre¬ 
ate a stronger case against 
Prevent.” 

Mr Connor said: “The sug¬ 
gestion that we would make a 


referral to any safeguarding 
or other external agency as a 
result of a pupil wearing a 
badge or other accessory of 
any sort is, quite frankly, pre¬ 
posterous. 

“Likewise, the suggestion 
that we would make a refer¬ 
ral on the grounds of a stu¬ 
dent expressing a perfectly 
legitimate and sincerely held 
political view is equally pre¬ 
posterous.”

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Horses spooked 
by building work

THE owner of a horse riding 
school located next to a new 
housing development has 
said building work is mak¬ 
ing it ‘too dangerous’ for 
her to operate. 

Kimberly McGuiness, 
from Sunshine Riding 
School in Warden 
Hill Road, has 
accused Luton 
Borough Council of 
making no provision 
for animal safety after 
two of her riders fell off 
their horses on Monday. 

Last year the authority had 
granted Clarence Country 
Homes permission to build a 
19-house development. 

At the time Ms McGuiness, 
who opposed the plan, told 
councillors the disturbance 
it would cause could result in 
serious injuries for people 
using her facility. 

This week, she told Luton on 
Sunday that two riders fell off 
their horses when workmen 
turned up unannounced on 
Monday morning. 

She also said one horse had 
broken part of his stable 
whilst another lost weight

because of the ‘stress and 
fear of what is going on’. 

She said: “They started tak¬ 
ing the hedge down at the 
riding school and they did 
not let me know. 

“So far two people have fall¬ 
en off the horses and one of 
them was a disabled rider. 

“They were only at it for six 
hours and one other person 
had to cling onto the reins of 
the horses. 

“I called the council and I 


could not get through to any¬ 
one. I told them it would be 
dangerous.” 

A council spokesman said: 
“Material planning matters 
were identified and fully 
considered at the time the 
application was determined. 

“The case officer has been 
in further contact with the 
riding school and has visited 
the site to explore any issues 
and if possible put forward 
potential solutions.”

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Funds secured for 
youth counselling

A VITAL youth service has secured another 
year's worth of funding, which will see it run 
until at least April 2017. 

This is for a youth counselling service for 
people aged between 10 and 21 in Luton and 
is provided by Relate Bedfordshire . 

The service helped 111 people between April 
and December last year alone. 

Angela Foil, CEO of Relate said: “Currently 
we have to renew the funding each year and it 
would be great to secure it for a longer period, 
which is something we will be will be looking 
at securing.” 

One such example of how the services 
helped is 16-year-old Dean (whose identity 
has been changed for privacy), who first went 
to counselling after a relationship broke 
down, leaving him depressed. 

However, a number of sessions saw a turna¬ 
round in his attitude and vast improvements. 

Dean was very reluctant for sessions to 
come to an end, but was reassured by the 
‘open door policy’ at TOKKO if further sup¬ 
port was needed in the future. 

In his written feedback, Dean shared the 
following: “TOKKO has helped me find my 
confidence again; it was my safe place where 
I could come to bury any problems”. 

It has also helped people into the world of 
work, with six people now in full time employ¬ 
ment and another six working part time. 

Mrs Foil added: “Sustainability is key to this 
service and we hope to secure more funding 
down the line.”

Right up your street 

Roads draw 
from town’s 
windmills 

Howard Chandler looks at the streets named 
after mills. 


In 1855 there were 400 mills in Bedfordshire 
making flour. Before electricity, steam engines 
and internal combustion engines, mills were 
powered by water or wind. 

Historian William Austin traced seven mills 
on the River Lea. The first two were at 
Leagrave and Limbury Meads. 

North Mill was in what is now known as Mill 
Street and was in use until 1859, when it was 
purchased and demolished by the Midland 
Railway Company. In 1866 plans were submit¬ 
ted for a new street to be called ‘Mill Street’. 
Other mills were by the Parish Church, Brache 
Mill, Stapleford Mill and Hyde Mill. Only Hyde 
Mill, which now offers bed and breakfast 
accommodation, can still be seen. 

I don’t know if windmills could be found near 
Windmill Road or Windmill Street, renamed 
Welbeck Road in 1937. But I do know that 
Millfield Road was named because of its prox¬ 
imity to the Biscot Mill, demolished in 1938.

JENNA HUTBER 

speaks to a survivor 
of domestic abuse 
about how art helped 
her to move on and 
why she wants to 
use creativity as 
a tool to support 
others 

IT is difficult to acknowledge 
that domestic violence is 
something that is happening 
right on our doorstep. 

Isn’t it so much easier to talk 
about the abuse of vulnerable 
people in faraway countries 
with alien cultures? 

But you can’t explain away 
the 5,488 people who report¬ 
ed domestic abuse to 
Bedfordshire Police between 
July 2015 and January 2016. 

Artist and mum-of-four 
Moriam Grillo, 46, from 
Dunstable, suffered physical 
and emotional abuse at the 
hands of her husband for 
more than a decade, but she 
was shocked to hear so many 
people had raised the alarm 
when she toured the police 
control room as part of her 
research into how police are 
tackling domestic abuse. 

She said: “What about all 
the people who don’t report 
domestic abuse? And a lot of 
people will call and say their 
friend is being abused 
because they are ashamed to 




say it is them. Six years ago I 
was in that situation. The 
abuse changed. At first it was 
physical. It become more 
emotional and more about 
control but I thought it had 
stopped. 

“It wasn’t as simple as just 
leaving because I had four 
children and it wouldn’t have 
been safe -1 had to wait for 
him to leave. But when he 
assaulted my son, that was 


when I took action. It came as 
a real shock to me when the 
officer said ‘Oh so the abuse 
had changed’. I hadn’t real¬ 
ised it was ongoing.” 

Moriam said her faith was 
also ‘very important in help¬ 
ing me to move on.’ Her hus¬ 
band was also a practicing 
Muslim and although she 
accepts the culture made him 
feel entitled to treat her that 
way, she also believes

abuse, but course leaders do 
need to understand how dif¬ 
ficult it can be to share your 
experience. For example, I 
remember sitting in group 
sessions and a woman who 
had taken weeks to open up 
would start talking, but the 
therapist would just want to 
move on to the next item on 
the agenda.

Moriam has already 
launched the Butterfly 
Project art therapy group to 
provide a nurturing space to 
support domestic abuse sur¬ 
vivors on a ‘journey of heal¬ 
ing and restoration.’

Silencinq plans for 
a nightlife hotspot 


NEW legislation has cast 
doubt over the future of a 
proposed ‘mini Covent 
Garden’. 

The area linking the train 
station and The Mall had 
been long neglected, but in 
recent years big steps for¬ 
ward have been made to 
revitalise the area. 

The next phase was to 
reinvigorate Luton’s night¬ 
life with a dedicated zone. 

However, things may have 
hit a stumbling block. 

Legislation allowing office 
blocks to be converted into 
housing without planning 
permission may spell the 
end for plans in the Bute 
Street/Cheapside area 

Proposals are expected to 
be shelved at a meeting in 
the coming weeks as a 
result of the shortage of 
homes in the town and the 
pressing need to find more. 

Residents have already 
had an impact on the area, 
with the much loved venue 
the Bear Club receiving a 
noise complaint at the tail 
end of last year. 

Cllr Sian Timoney, portfo¬ 
lio holder for regeneration, 


As Luton edges closer to a major facelift 
and new facilities loom on the horizon, 
NICK SMITH reports on a change in law 
which could see a proposal to reinvigorate 
Luton’s night-time economy shelved... 


said: “We’ll be meeting in 
two weeks to discuss the 
future of the Bute Street 
area and what we can do 
going forwards. 

“Lor the last few years we 
have been trying to do this 
but then the whole rental 
market changed and with 
that comes new challenges 
and we’ll have to adapt to 
them. 

“All of these residential 
areas have popped up in the 
last few years and it’s not 
helped by new legislation 
which allows office build¬ 
ings to be converted into 
flats without planning 
permission.” 

Luton Borough Councillor 
Tom Shaw had previously 
outlined housing as the 


council’s number one prior¬ 
ity going forwards so the 
new direction will come as 
little surprise to many. 

But it comes as a hin¬ 
drance to the nightlife 
plans due to concerns over 
noise. 

The whole area has under¬ 
gone a lot of renovation 
recently, with the new 
Starbucks, a revamp to the 
Hat Lactory and the pedes- 
trianisation of Bute Street. 

Starting back in 2013, local 
businesses pooled together 
to see what could be done to 
improve the area, which is 
essentially the gateway to 
Luton due to its proximity 
to the train station and a 
major bus station. 

This also comes at a time

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NEW DIRECTION: Legislation allowing office blocks to be converted into housing without planning 
permission may spell the end for plans to reinvigorate nightlife in the Bute Street/Cheapside area 


where plans are in full swing 
to revitalise areas near the 
proposed entertainment 
quarter, with the long- 
awaited move to a 
new Luton Town 
Football Club sta¬ 
dium on the way. 

The time has 
never been better 
to revitalise the area 
and give the town’s 
nightlife a much- 
needed boost. 

A planning application has 
now been submitted for new 
flats next to The Bear Club. 

Last year, Luton on Sunday 
reported extensively the 


club’s struggle with noise 
complaints. The popular 
venue was forced to under¬ 
go £9,000 worth of 
soundproofing fol¬ 
lowing a noise com¬ 
plaint against the 
venue, which was 
funded totally by 
loyal patrons of the 
night spot. 

On what she hopes 
the future will hold for 
Bute Street, Cllr Timoney 
made it clear entertainment 
and culture are still the pri¬ 
ority. She said : “I want to see 
the area be about cafes and 
street entertainment. 


“Originally I saw it being a 
mini Covent Garden in 
Luton but due to the change 
in legislation we’ve had to 
reassess our approach. 

“The meeting will involve 
businesses in the area, 
including the Hat Factory, 
about what would be best 
going forwards for the area.” 

We contacted Justin 
Doherty from The Bear Club, 
regarding the issues he had 
faced as a result of the com¬ 
plaint and what he felt would 
be the best course of action 
going forwards, but he 
would not comment on the 
current situation.

Crazy Glue sticks 
to trials of love 



TOURING the UK after a critically acclaimed 
run in London, Single Shoe Productions’ latest 
effort will make its penultimate stop on their 
UK tour of Crazy Glue. 

They have a car in the garage, a chicken in 
the pot and a child on the way. 

But is that enough to make love stick? 

The play follows the tragicomic roller coast¬ 
er of a couple’s romance as they move from 
the blossoming of first love through to the 
thornier terrain of married life. 

The captivating cast of two blend vocal 
sound effects, quirky humour and an evoca¬ 
tive 1930s soundtrack to reveal the mad, 
messy, sticky side of love.

nationality. We are committed to performing in 
a way which can be understood by anyone.” 

This is even reflected in the make up of the 
group, with Bradley originally from the USA 
and Filipa coming from Portugal, before set¬ 
ting up a theatre company in London, which 
has toured all over the world. 

Inspired by the physical comedy of Buster 
Keaton and the madcap absurdity of Looney 
Tunes, Single Shoe Productions create a 
fusion of silent film nostalgia and cartoon 
antics. 

Mr Smith added: “We wanted to celebrate 
the two with a performance which is equal 
parts slapstick and dramatic.” 

The pair have big plans for the future, work¬ 
ing on a new project in which they aim to 
stretch their abilities as storytellers. 

Mr Smith added: “We have been invited to 
perform a new piece at a festival and will be 
working on that after we’ve finished this tour. 

“This piece will be a bit different and there 
will be more dialogue but we still want to pre¬ 
sent our work in a similar way.” 

However, they are not done with this Crazy 
Glue just yet and are off on a tour of the 
United States later this year, following the con¬ 
clusion of their UK trip.

The choice of 
powerful turbocharged TSI petrol 
and TDI diesel engines spans 
from 115 PS to 190 PS, with either 
front-wheel or all-wheel-drive, 
mated to manual or dual-clutch 
DSG transmissions.

This fifth generation Audi A4 is 
very much a thorough evolu¬ 
tion of its predecessor and now 
claims to be class-leading in 
nearly all the areas that really 
matter to business buyers in the 
compact executive segment. 

That means efficiency, cabin qual¬ 
ity, practicality and technology. 

As a result, it’ll be hard to ignore 
if you’re looking for a car of this 
kind. 

As before, the A4 differs from 
its BMW 3 Series rival in its use 
of front wheel drive for most 
models. Also as before though, 
quattro 4WD is optional - and 
standard on the top V6 variants. 
The most powerful of these 
models even has the option of 
a sports differential for the rear 
axle to maximise traction. 

Refreshingly in a segment 
dominated by cars fueling them¬ 
selves from the black pump, TFSI 
petrol models are still very much 
part of the mainstream A4 range, 
a 150PS 1.4-litre unit offered 
alongside a pokey 2.0-litre pow- 
erplant offering either 187PS or 
248PS. Most A4 buyers though, 
will continue to want a diesel, 
probably the 2.0 TDI 150PS vari¬ 
ant, which gets to 62mph from 
rest in a brisk 8.6s. 

This time round, the A4 is 


lighter - significantly so in fact. A 
hi-tech ‘MLB’ platform uses high 
strength steel and aluminium to 
reduce weight by up to 120kg 
compared to the old model, 
despite this MK5 design growing 
in all areas except height. 

The interior is typically Audi 
and a very classy place to be. 
Everything is well laid out with 
high grade materials in all areas 
you’ll interact with regularly. 
There’s the option of getting an 
8.3” touchscreen mounted on 
top of the dashboard but even 
if you stick with the standard 
centre dash infotainment screen, 
you’ll get an up-to-the-minute 
set-up able to support the latest 
Apple CarPlay and Android Auto 
connectivity.

SOMETIMES, someone 
comes up with an idea so 
stupid and thoughtless it is 
mercifully shot down before 
it’s allowed to gain any real 
traction. 

It happened a couple of 
years ago when the Football 
Association proposed the for¬ 
mation of ‘League Three’ 
which would have seen ‘B’ 
teams from Premier League 
clubs parachuted into the 
Football League. 

It typified the FA’s line of 
thought: ‘Look what that 
country’s doing, their nation¬ 
al team is winning tourna¬ 
ments, let’s copy them.’ 

A commission used Spain 
as an example of‘B’ teams 
being integrated with smaller 
clubs in a league system, 
without thinking of how dis¬ 
missive introducing that here 
would be to the Football 
League’s rich history. 

When enough voices point¬ 
ed this out along with all its 
other flaws, such as who 
would actually turn up to 
watch someone’s ‘B’ team, 
the plan was quietly 
dropped. 


Binning replays 
is thoughtless 


This week someone at the 
FA has come up with another 
brainwave before stopping to 
think about the wider impli¬ 
cations such an innovation 
would have on English foot¬ 
ball; the scrapping of FA Cup 
replays. 

The FA has long realised 
what a special thing they 
have in the world’s oldest cup 
competition, so why have 
they thought that the idea of 
ripping out such a rich part 
of its fabric was worthy of 
discussion? 

Inevitably, the argument 
comes back to teams in 
European competition. In 
other words, a small elite of 
teams at the top end of the 
game. 

Seemingly no thought has 
been put into just how 
replays have benefitted small 
clubs, rather than how they 
are occasionally an incon¬ 
venience to the bigger ones. 

Earning a second crack at a 


team from the top flight can 
be lucrative and introduce a 
team from League One or 
Two to an audience they 
would never attract. 

Last year, taking 
Manchester United to a 
replay was estimated to have 
earned Cambridge United 
more than £lmillion - a huge 
sum for a club that size, with¬ 
out wishing to sound patron¬ 
ising. 

A decade earlier, achieving 
the same feat wiped out 
Exeter City’s debt and 
allowed the then-Conference 
club to build a team that got 
the Grecians back in the 
Football League. 

It also gives supporters of 
those clubs treasured memo¬ 
ries - no doubt the Luton 
fans that travelled to Anfield 
in 2008 after a memorable 1-1 
draw with Liverpool at 
Kenilworth Road will never 
forget the occasion, regard¬ 
less of the result of the replay 


(the Hatters lost 5-0). 

Thankfully, the reaction 
from people inside football 
and the public at large has let 
the FA know how much the 
idea of getting rid of cup 
replays stinks. 

It was most reassuring to 
hear Arsene Wenger, who 
manages one of the clubs the 
abolition of them is designed 
to benefit, speak out in 
favour of keeping them on 
Friday. 

With any luck, the general 
show of disgust will send this 
latest bright idea from 
English football’s governing 
body the same way as League 
Three. 

There are those that say the 
FA Cup has already lost its 
lustre. Getting rid of replays 
would not only prove those 
cynics to be right, it would 
ensure that a competition 
that we all loved growing up 
would never get that same 
kind of affection again.

CRAIG Mackail-Smith hopes his 
87th minute winner against 
Hartlepool can restore some con¬ 
fidence to his Luton side. 

The striker came off the bench in 
the 80th minute and dinked the 
ball over keeper Trevor Carson for 
only his fourth goal of the cam¬ 
paign and first strike since 
September 19 to claim a 2-1 win 
over strugglers United. 

It was only Town’s fourth home 
League Two win of the campaign 
and also Nathan Jones’ first at 
Kenilworth as manager. 

The Welshman claimed that his 
players got over “a psychological 
barrier” after Cameron 
McGeehan’s opener was cancelled 
out by Adam Jackson. 

Mackail-Smith said: “It’s been 
quite difficult at home. We haven’t 
had a win here for quite a while. 

“Teams come here and make it 
very difficult and when Hartlepool 
got back in the game it seemed like 
it was going to be another one of 
those days It’s nice to have come 
off the bench, scored a goal and 
got the three points, which is the 
most important thing. Hopefully 


that can give us a bit of confidence 
going into the end of the season.” 

Town’s last taste of fourth tier 
victory on home soil came in the 
2-0 win over Barnet on 14 
November and the relief at ending 
that run was palpable, even if the 
performance proved largely frus¬ 
trating. 

“It has been a long time,” said 
Mackail-Smith, adding: “It has 
been difficult and I think the boys 
have known that. There’s been a 
bit of edginess around our team 
performances, like when we con¬ 
cede or the teams get on top, we 
get a little bit nervy. 

McGeehan’s goal on the hour 
from the penalty spot was his 11th 
strike this season and Jones 
revealed afterwards that the top 
goalscorer has penned a new deal 
with the Hatters. 

The manager said: “He’s doing 
well.

CRAIG Mackail-Smith 
bagged an 87th minute super¬ 
sub winner to secure Luton’s 
first home win in three 
months against League Two 
strugglers Hartlepool - both 
collector’s items in a season 
short on them. 

You’ll have to cast your 
minds back to 19 September 
for the last time the marquee 
summer signing hit the net, 
but his sumptuous dink over 
United keeper Trevor Carson, 
not only marked just his 
fourth of the campaign but 
provided one of the few 
moments of quality. But what 
a time to produce it, sparing a 
few blushes. 

That was because Cameron 
McGeehen’s penalty on the 
hour - his 11th goal this term 


- was cancelled out by Adam 
Jackson’s header five minutes 
later. Town weren’t three 
points better than their visi¬ 
tors. 

In fact, bar the finale and 
despite the Pools’ lowly 
League Two position, this was 
largely a frustration-laden 
performance. 

Mathematicians will note 
that Town can still make the 
play-offs. 

Realistically though, after a 
season spent permanently 
excluded from the top seven, 
it still seems like it would take 
a Herculean effort to reverse 
those fortunes. Stranger 
things have happened, but 
not often. 

Victories bring hope, but it 
was the lacklustre first 60 
minutes that had the bizarre 
feel of a dead rubber. Before 
February is even over, that’s 
almost unheard of. 

But, then again, even after 
this triumph Luton are eight 
points off the play-offs and in 
no danger of getting sucked 
into a relegation battle with 


the likes of Hartlepool, so 
maybe it’s not too far from the 
truth. 

What Town have now under 
Nathan Jones is virtually a 
free pass and 14 more games 
to build towards next season. 

Already in seven games at 
the club, the manager has 
given his men the licence to 
play more with the ball. 

Now they must learn to do 
more with it, use it quicker 
and, judging by reaction from 
the terraces, cut out the crab 
football of relentless sideways 
motion. 

The pace - and, as a result, 
the atmosphere - in the first 
half was subdued, brightened 
only a series of in-swinging 
Danny Green crosses and a 
glorious Oily Lee through- 
ball that got stuck under Jack 
Marriott’s feet. 

It was no surprise they regis¬ 
tered their fifth Kenilworth 
Road game in a row without 
scoring before the break. 

The intensity increased 
after the break to a level that 
Jones appeared to be demand¬ 


ing, instructing and scream¬ 
ing at his Hatters for in the 
opening half. 

McGeehan - who the boss 
announced afterwards has 
signed a new contract - 
seemed to take the hint but 
though he did all the hard 
work to burst into the box and 
wrong-foot the United 
defence, he clipped wide of 
Carson’s upright with the goal 
at his mercy. 

He’d get a second crack from 


the spot on the hour, but only 
after Alan Sheehen had kept 
Luton level with a last-ditch 
block to deny Jake Gray. 

McGeehan got his chance 
when Nicky Featherstone was 
adjudge to have blocked 
Green’s free-kick with his 
arm. 

Town’s top scorer sent keep¬ 
er Carson the wrong way with 
consummate calmness, but 
the lead last just five minutes 
as Jackson’s header from a 


corner was ruled to have 
crossed the line. The 
Kenilworth Road faithful 
demanded a grandstand fina¬ 
le and, for once, they got it 
with a classy Lee through-ball 
and an even defter dink over 
Carson from Mackail-Smith. 

While it will be a real Roy of 
the Rovers stuff if it leads to 
anything more than a good 
weekend and a sense of relief, 
for Town this term, that’s a 
collector’s item in itself.
